A sprightly breeze with a plea- 
sant breath swept up a few leaves 
and swirled them across the lawn 
then down the road for more dev- 
ilment. My wall of violets nodded 
and displayed their beauty. Ruth 
took a picture of them then we 
Jeft for the afterncon of hiking, 

We go to the woods for pleasure 
and never consider the time was- 
ted, There are so many things to 
see, to savor and to learn, 

We left the car at a turn on the 
old county road which before 1920 
went. from the Tubbs District to 
our séction. 

We expected to make our way 
through alders to the railroad but 
we were pleasantiy surprised to 
find a road made by woodsmen. 
We continued on it until we came 
to the railroad. Here we viewed 
the abutments where a bridge on 
this road once crossed this river. 
‘We watched its flow of gray-blue 
water. as it rushed along. In a 
short time it would wander across 
flat Jand with only a whisper of 
two, Our eyes feasted on luscious 
greenness and we listened to bird 
songs, especially the oriole. 

Cf course we turned back the 
years to things we remembered 
when we traveled here so many 
years ago. bt 

We now continued on, up the 
railroad track for our plans were 
to visit the Pot Holes. On. either 
side of the track the trees were 
dressed in yarious colors .of green, 
Beautiful! 

Everywhere there were the 
marching evergreens, The serried 
ranks of the dark-hued trees stride 
down all slopes. Each year they 
step forward across the ledge-lac- 


. ed shoulders, They plod. steadily 


on hillsides and edge their way 
into rich lowlands. Today they 
were broken by the stretch of the 
railroad. 

We passed a bog. Bog, a very 
short word but it carries a vast 
emotive effect. A bog is a secret 
Place, one of mystery. There are 
drooping alders at the edges of 
the mass of moss, Water surface 
stretches black, brooding and 
®loomy., The solid ground has giv- 
en way to mud and a dreary green 
earpet studded with Jow bushes, 
Usually there are scraggly cran- 
berry bushes. We weren't near 
enough to tell. But a bog is ideal 
for birds and plants. Orchids, 
pitcher plants, sun-dew, a carniy- 
orous plant, with flashes of red 


and glorious clusters of lamb-kill + 


tucked among the alders, 

We next came to the iron bridge 
over which we had to walk and 
between each stringer we could 
See down, down to the flowing wa- 
ter beneath. 

Here we spoke of the thunder 
storm which one day overtook us 
in this spot and we recalled the 
moose ahead of us on the rail- 
road. 

_ Ina short time we were at the 
entrance to the Pot Holes. ° : 

We decided to Keep left of the 
mass of rocks and go to the little 
boggy place to see if the yellow 
jrises were in bloom? I remem- 
bered the exact spot where I had 
seen them several years ago and 
how surprised I was to find them 
growing there, The leaves wete 
there but no blossoms yet. That 
means another trip. 

the falls we climbed the 


rocks and followed up through, |’ 


stopping to _ view the fantastic 
Shapes and sizes of gullies, holes, 
and caves, I'm always intrigued 
with the one I call the Bean Pot, 
it is perfectly round at the top 
with a depth o£ 15 or more feet, 
These holes are made by the 
whirl of the water cutting tools 
such as sand, pebbles, or even 
boulders grinding away at the 
rock, The grooves and sératches 
made by the swirling pebbles and 
send can often be seen on the 
sides of pot holes, 

Some of the larger pools are 
plunge pools ground out by giant 
pir de at the base of water- 

alls, 

A hole has been made in the 
beat pot so that it now remains 
empty. I put a flash into my cam- 
era and took a picture, 

To visit here is a deep emotion- 
al experience, a reality that puts 
an indelible mark upon one’s in- 
neérmiost self. 

The mosquitoes (lef me not for- 
get the mosquitoes) ubiquitous lit. 
tle brutes, sang their monotony 
around our heads, All were hun- 
Sry, and it was our blood that they 
were after. We used our “Off 
and they were off for 4 time. We 
arose from our resting place 
brushed our clothes, and tried to
